military occupation.

The Seignorial Tenure. 
PLAN OF THE NEW GOVERNMENT. 

The following are the Resolutions which 
Mr. Drummond proposed to move on the Seig- 
norial Tenure. 

1st. Tbat it is expedient to make Legisla- 
tive provisions to define ond limit Seignorial 
Rights in Lower Canada, according to tbe 
ancient law of the Country, facilitate the re- 
demption thereof, and to abolish alt tods et 
vents or fines upon the mutation of laods held 
en rotnre. 

2nd. Tbat in order to carry out such pro- 
visions, it will be expedient to appoint Com- 
missioners for the purpose of ascertaining the 
sums to be paid by tbe censitaire to tbe Seig- 
nior as tbe fair price of such redemption, and 
that the expenses to be thereby incurred should 
he defrayed by the Province. 

3rd That it is expedient that the claim of 
certain seignors to lights not recognized by 
the ancient laws of Lower Canada, but touch- 
ing which conflicting opinions have beea held, 
—chiefly in consequence * of certain powers 
vested in' the tntendants under the French 
Government not having been transferred to 
the tribunals thereafter established, — should be 
brought to the test of Jurisdiction of Lower 
Canada, and tbat no indemnity should be paid 
to the seignors for the abolition of any right 
with regard to which such decision shall be 
against them, but that if such decision shall be 
in favor of the Seigniors with regard to tbeir 
claim to any such right, they should then be 
indemnified by the Province for the actual loss 
sustained by them from the abolition of sush 
right. . 

4th. Tbat it is expedient that the sums re- 
quired to pay tbe said expenses and indemnity, 
(if any,) be chargeable on the Consolidated 
Revenue Fundi with power to the Governor 
in Council to raise the whole or any part of 
such suras by Debentures, if he shall find it 
expedient so to do, but tbat separate accounts 
be kept of the monies coming into, tbe' said 
Consolidated Revenue Fulid, from the several 
Lower Canadian sources of Revenue herein- 
after mentioned ; and that, if the sums payable 
aforesaid exceed the amount arising from tbe 
several Lower Canadian sources of revenue 
mentioned in tbe next following resolution, it 
will, in the opinion of this House, be expedi- 
ent to appropriate a sura.equid to'sucb exce'ss, 
for xomelocal purpose or purposes in IX.Ca&ada 
5tb, That the following shall be the Lower 
Canadian sources of revenue referred to in the, 
next preceding Resolution. thaj is to say I— 1 
Tbe Quint t and other dues which are' now 
or hereafter shall '.\ become- payable to the 
Crown, in or upon the- Seigniories in Lower 
Canada, of which -'the Crowo : is the -S*lgnior 
Dominant, as well as from all arrears of such 
dues. --] 



four feet wide rireted together. Each of 
these plates is eight feet In depth running from 
the top to tbe bottom of the side of the bridge. 
The tube is divided into two compartments by 
a succession of iron plates, placed vertically 
in the centre and running the entire length of 
the tube. The bottom of (be .tube is compo- 
sed of several thickness of piste iron riveted 
together. The tube rests upon the abutments 
in such a way as to enable the bridge to give 
a little to the pressure of the train. The 
bridge was.conatructed in tbe position where 
it was intended to remain; by means of a tem- 
porary wood work to rest upon. Tbe piers 
are between 90 aod 100 feet apart. Between 
two piers only has the temporary wood work 
been removed ; and the deflection of the tube 
is not perceptible to casual observation. On 
tbe top of the tubes plants are being laid, 
lengthwise, on which to fasten tbe rails, As 
you stand upon ooe end of tbe tube, and carry 
tbe eye along that narrow strip of riveted 
iron, nearly a thousand feet, and then look 
dowp the ropky bed of tbe .river, below tbe 
idea of extreme venturesnmeness strikes the 
mind, as you imagine a long train of cars pas- 
sing, as it wera high in the air, on that narrow 
strip of iron ! Tbis is tbe first great tubular 
bridge ever constructed in America 3 and it 
is truly a wonderful structure. Large num- 
bers of people flock to see it. The men en- 
gaged upon it, 85 in number, are mostly 
Scotch and English, excellent workmen, but 
excessirely drunken. They were imported 
specially by tbe contractors: If tbey would 
keep to work, the bridge would easily be 
completed in a fortnight and the road be ready 
for opening ; for nothing but the bridge delays 
the opeoing of the road and preveots comma- 
oication by rail between tbis city aod Mon- 
treal. The Express train that took tbe Gov- 
ernor General's party over this line must hare 
passed over the temporary rails, on one side 
of the tube, fastened upon temporary wood 
•vork. Two or three weeks ago anm»ine 
fell from tbis temporary track into tbe river 
and was dashed to pieces. A portion of it 
still remains were it fell, but the greater part 
of it has been removed by the workmen. The 
driver managed to save his life by jumping off 
on tbe safe side, and landing on the platform 
near the tube. — Cor. Daily Leader,
